STATISTICS FOR 


THE INVENTION OF A. 
DUBLIN MAN.

HE official stetistics for the month of 
July, 1931, issued from the Industrial 
and Commercial Property Registration 

Office, Dublin, describes an improved slide 
valve, the invention of a Dublin man—Mr. 
Michael O'Farrell. A defect. of the old type 
of slide valve was the large amount of ener 
absorbed in operating the valve owing to the 
friction forces. produced by the high steam 
pressure on the back of the valve forcing the 
valve against the face of the steam chest. In 
Mr. O’Farrell's slide valve the steam pressure 
is resisted by adjustable springs, so arranged 
that the pressure between the sliding faces 
need be no more than that required to ensure 
steam tightness. 

Humorists who have hitherto obtained 
amusement from the old joke about the match 
that can be struck twice will in future be 
handicapped by the fact that a match which 
can be struck twice-—and will light each time 
—is now a possibility. Specification 10999 
describes the manufacture ol sade of material 
capable of being ignited by friction, and which 
burn to a light, fluffy dust; the rods can be 
extinguished and relighted as often as any of 
the material remains. The base of the com- 
position is a weakly nitrated cellulose, with 
oxygen developing agents, fillers and materials 
to facilitate mouiding, 


A POTATO SETTER. 

A machine for settin tatoes is described 
in Specification No. 10977, and is the inven- 
tion of a Swede. The potatoes are raised 
from a hopper to drop tubes, a pair of tubes 
being used for each furrow. The potatoes 
fall on dampers, which are opened alternately 
in each-tube, and from the Jose’ they fall 
on to a wheel which is provided with radially 
set needles to catch the potatoes. This, wheel 
is driven intermittently, and the potatoes 
caught on the needles are wiped off, and are 
allowed to reach the setting tube by thé 
operation of a further pair of dampers. 

It would appear that Sweden is taking con- 
siderable interest in her peat supplies from 
the fact that two specifications, both Swedish, 
in the July Journals deal with peat, one treat- 
ing of the drying of peat and the other the 
formation of peat into briquettes for fuel. 


PAPER CARPETS. 


Paper manufacturers should be cheered by 
the applications of paper to new uses. 
Specification No. 11043, an American idea, 
describes the manufacture of paper dust bags 
for vacuum cleaners, and Specification No. 
11008 describes improvements in paper 
carpets, the object of the invention being to 
reduce the liability of the carpet to tear at the 
edges. rhis invention is from Czecho- 
Slovakia.

SHANGHAT, Tuesday. 

The situation in the Yangtse Vallev 
caused by the floods is terrible. The ex- 
cellent weather in the spring promised a 
wonderful harvest, but a few days’ floods 
swept over 18,000 square miles of this 
fruitful valley bringing ruin to four 
million homes and reducing twenty three 
million people to dire straits. Many 
months will be required to complete the 
drainage of this vast area, while the once- 
promising harvest is ruined. 

The deluge which has caused al] this dis- 
tress is without paralle] in the last hun- 
dred years. It is impossible at present to 
estimate the loss of life, but it must be 
appalling as countless villages are lying 
submerged. 

It is learned from Hankow that many 
refugees are dying from a cause which 13 
at present unknown, but a serious out- 
break of disease is feared and anti-plague 
measures are being taken. 

Reports from Peking state that floods in 
the Chihli province have brought distress 
to more than a quarter of a million people. 
and that the damage to crops is estimated 
at more than £2,000,000. 

The situation throughout the whole 
country indicates that widespread famine 
is inevitable before the winter.

HE vibrat‘on caused by heavy motor 
vehicles is affecting many of the alder, 


Dublin buildings so seriously that but 
for the vigilance of the Corporation s inspecto a 
not a few of them already would have dis- 
appeared,. The Leid Mayor: this‘ week has 
signed over fifty notices to owners of inhabited 
dwelling places directing them to give im 
mediate attention to buildings that are in a 
dangerous condition. So destructive is the 
effect of heavy r.otor and omnibus traffic that 
manv of these old tenements would be shaken 
to the ground if they were not constantly 
patched and propped. 


Sincé, Senator Byrne became Lord Mayor he 


has had to sicn at lcast a dozen, and often 
two dozen, ‘‘dangerous building” notices 
every week: ‘Not less than fifty snch notices 
were issued between the 22rd «nd the Wth 
of last menth. Dangerous building inspectors 
pay a weekly average of 400 \isits to in- 
spected buildings. No week hes passed with- 
out their having to repo t that i rgent repair 
was vital to the safety of some portion of a 
dwelling. 


HOUSING COMMITTEE ACTIVE. 


The Housing Committee of the Corporation 
now is meeting daily in pursuance of a deter 
mined effort to abol’sh slums. The industry 
with which this Committee has «pplied itself 
to the problem is praiseworthy, but its mem- 
bers must Le well aware that something more 
immediate is deman’ed. The Civics Institute 
has appointed sub-committees to deal with 
the problem in ail its aspects. The Institute 
hopes, in the near future, to publish the re- 
sults of its labours... Behind, all good-will 
and good intentions is the problem of ensui- 
ing economic rents. Meanwhile slum pro- 
perty must be patched ups: How long the 
process :“aav contintve is dependent on the 
weicht and volume of motor traffic in -lum 
and semi-slum areas.- But it cannot long 
prevail in face of “- danger ” notices issued 
at the rate of a thousand to twe thousend 
yeerly. Many of the dwellings now patched 
up must shortly be condemned. Otherwise 
they may fall into the streets.

The news that Captain E. W. Stewart 
has consented to visit the ‘‘ at home ” of 
the Irish Aero Club will be well received 
by all connected with aviation in Ireland.

Eucalupius Grees. 


A feature of County Wicklow which has 
struck several English visitors to whom I 
have introduced the county’s beauties is 
the prevalence of eucalyptus - trees. 
Apparently they are considered rarities 
in .England, but in the course of a two 
hours’ drive we came upon more than a 
score of them. One that we saw in the 
garden of a cottage must have been of a 
considerable age; for the bole must have 
measured about four to five feet in 
diameter. The ground around it was 
thickly carpeted with small cones of a 
pyramid shape, which smelt strongly of 
the oil. Curiously enough, however, the 
leaves smell stronger than the cones, and 
are so thickly coated with the oil that 
fingers become very sticky from 
handling them.

Caligraphic “ Dont’s.” 


Indistinct handwriting is a nuisance 
from which most people have had to suffer 
at some time or another, but few remember 
the trouble and waste of time that must 
be caused to the Post Office officials when 
addresses have to be deciphered. I see 
that their patience is at last beginning to 
show signs of strain. The following appcal 
has just been issued by the Northern Bont. 
master-General to users of the postal 
services. It goes as follows :— 

Don’t use the name of a house when it 
has a number. 

Don’t use the name of the country town 
in place of the county—e.g., Antrim fot 
County Antriin, ete. 

Don’t use the initials “ N.B.” for Scot- 
land, or your letters are liable to be mis- 
sorted for New Brunswick. 

Don't use the words “ city ” or “ local ” 
in place of the poft town or office of 
delivery. 

Make differences legible between such 
destinations as Derry and Derby, Cork and 
York, Waterford and Wutford, Hereford 
and Hertford, Newtownstewart and New- 
tonstewart, Omagh and Armagh, Lisburn 
and Gisburn, and dozens of others. 


The Scribbling Tourist. 


The council o” a Welsh holiday resort, 
who complain of the scribbling of visitors’ 
names, and even of advertisements, on the 
rocks, are not alone in their grievance; 
for such scribbling seems to be a craze 
with tourists the world over. The trouble 
that people take in the perpetration of 
such outrages is remarkable to me. A few 
years ago in Norway an English visitor 
took the trouble to obtain an indiarubber 
boat, in which he rowed out beneath a 
certain famous cliff, where he landed, at 
great risk of his life, and climbed up a 
vard or two in order to paint his intitals 
in big letters on the rock—just to prove, 
he said, that he had been there. 
Annoying as they may be, however, such 
pranks are mild in comparison with some 
other tourist outragés—as when an 
American, on being told a lamp in a 
shrine in Italy had not been allowed to 
go out for centuries. immediately blew it 
out. remarking, “Wal, I guess it’s out 
now. 


AA Rorrovian Omission. 


The English public is not alwavs con- 
sistent in its allegiance to the literary 
lights of other davs. An example of this 
fickleness is provided in the passing of the 
fiftieth anniversary of the death of Georce 
Borrow, which took place in July of 1881. 
Beyond one or two casual references in the 
Press, the fact has been almost completely 
overlooked. 

The omission is strange : for Borrow still 
has many admirers, and the most popular 
of his books continue to sell fairly well. 
Borrow first made his name as a writer by 
the publication in 1841 of “ Gipsies in 
Spain,” which attracted attention by the 
wonderful knowledge that it displayed of 
a mysterious race. Then, two years later, 
“ The Bible in Spain ” took the reading 
world by storm and placed its author in 
the front rank of literary men. 

“ Lavengro ’’ proved very popular, but 
there was disappointment with ‘‘ Romany 
Rve,’’ and its author’s fame suffered a set- 
back. Yet Borrow will always be worth a 
place in literary annals. His style alone 
entitles him to it.

as PORT on the moors when grouse are 
S the objective is the cream of sport. 
No class of shooting combines so well 
excitement and charm of surroundings as 
does a good grouse drive. It is the surround- 
ings that exercise so great a lure; for grouse 
shooting takes place amidst wild and beauti- 
ful surroundings and scenes, the most 
divirsified country, hill and dale, moor or 
clough, and rocky, precipitous hills or moun- 
tains, rugged and desolate in the extreme. 
How exhilarating, then, is the exercise of 
sport; how healthy is the life spent on the

moors. Solitude may reign supreme on the 
| high ridges which overhang the deep corries 
and glens, but how delightful is the pros- 
pect from the hills which are not far re- 
moved from the bustle of city life or con- 
tiguous areas of great industrial activity. 
One is surrounded by purple moors, here and 
there varied with golden gorse. On these 
lonesome hills one 1s greeted by the cry of 
the curlew, the plaintive whistle of the 
golden plover, the call of the snipe. ‘Then, 
when the grouse come, as they do, at express 
what excitement, what 
enjoyment’ is ours! There is no time to be 
lonely in such surroundings at such a time 
(ne too much to do to take each bird 
as if comes. 

RED GROUSE AND OTHER GROUSE. 

The British red grouse holds a unique 
position among British _ birds. it is 
our only native species, and 
such we are rightly proud of 
Does it not, indeed, afford the best of 
shooting? Known as the moor fowl, it is 
found all over Britain and Ireland, where 
they» are heaths and moors, or heath plants, 
it being formerly abundant in some counties 
where to-day it is unknown, owing to cultiva- 
tion and the disappearance of heather. It 
always breeds true, and though it hybridizes 
it does not do so with its near ally, the 
willow grouse or ryper, of Norway and North 
America. Some naturalists and sportsmen re- 
gard them as identical, but as they do not 
inter-breed and as the willow grouse is found 
on tracts where red grouse could not live. 
preferring whortleberry, or living where 
heather does not crow, we prefer to consider 
them as distinct. The willow grouse also be- 
comes white in winter, like the ptarmigan, 
w hose habits it more closely follows. The red 
grouse does not ever become white. True, 
the cock bird in summer resembles in plumage 
our red grouse, with, however, a lighter back, 
and in general it is a lighter colour. In 
other respects the willow grouse is like our 
grouse,

LIFE ON THE MOORS. 

Grouse may vary in their character locally, 
so that it is possible from the plumage to say 
from what district a particular grouse has 
come, Grouse are very shy at the best of 
times, but they are far more approachable at 
an early stage in the season. Later in the 
vear they are liable to pack several families 
associating together, and they are then natur- 
ally much wilder. They frequent the lower 
ranges of hills, avoiding the ‘‘ tops,” 
where the ptarmigan and the red deer roam. 


i On such barren heights they could not live. 
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Their plumage is closely adapted to resemble 
their surroundings, as also are their eggs, 
and it is not easy to see grouse unless one IS 
expert in stalking them. 

Much depenás, so far as the sport a parti- 
cular bird affords on the manner and strength 
of its flight, as well as its pace. In this re- 
spect the red grouse is no exception. ‘The ex- 
cellence, of grouse shooting, especially of the 
driven birds, depends upon the uniform 
manner in which a pack or flock of grouse 
sailing down wind come over the butts. and 
this they do at express speed, Sometimes. as 
when shooting over dogs, an old cock gets 
up and thén dips down, and goes off with 
a rattle out of range. Early in the season 
their flight is less rapid and they rise less 
freely, and so are more approachable, Usually 
vyrouze fly straight and horizontally. ate in 
the season their wariness necessitates extra 
caution, 


DRIVING GROUSE. 

Where it is practicable, of all methods of 
grouse shooting driving is the most exciting 
form of sport. The best arrangements must 
be made hefore grouse are, or can he. driven 
over the butts. A study of the wind must 
be made, especially in its relation to the 
features, hill and dale. of the moor, to enable 
the beaters to get the birds to flv over 
the butis. Their usual places for alight- 
ing must be known in order to do 
this. So fast do the birds come that one 
must fire rupidly, and well in front of them 
and above. If one sees the birds eighty 
yards away, sthat is enough distance. One 
may then, if one shows oneself, make them 
rise and so “stop their pace, giving more 
time to empty both barrels of a pair of guns, 
und to reload and fire afresh. Single birds 
at 60 yards are the most easy to take. Most 
birds hit in the head or neck by No. 7 shot 
are killed. After the drive one may proceed 
to another. As many as thirty or forty brace 
of grouse may fall to one gun at a drive. 
Lord Walsingham beat all records by killing 
1,058 grouse in fourteen hours to his own 
gun 

When shooting over dogs it is usual to 
begin with this method earlv in the season ; 
and chiefly this is the method adopted on 
many Scottish moors, for on Yorkshire and 
other English moors driving by the nature 
of the ground is the rule. The dogs must be 
exceedingly well trained. and for the ex- 
cellence of their pointers and setters Scottish 
keepers have long been famous. Setters are, 
with their feet protected by hair. most suit- 
able for this method, and pointers on a hot 
day or on dry moors. Dogs should he well 
looked after, and provided. with water. as 
they are hard working, and on a hot day 
become very thirsty, : 

in driving grouse the essentials of success 
depend upon a study of the wind. on the 
proper manceuvring of the heaters. and on the 
proper placing of the butts. The beaters 
‘houid form a horseshoe in driving. with the 
flanks well advanced to prevent the grouse 
irom breaking back. But, when high ridges 
alternate with valleys, it may be, and is 
often, necessarv te advance one flank, espe- 
cially in a ecross-wind when driving at right 
angles to it. Sometimes a double drive is 
rendered necessary, and sometimes the birds 
are driven in a circuitous manner towards the 
outts. There is, indeed, a science in grónsé- 


driving. And when in the butts the sports- 
nan must have all his wits about him, and be 
in good form,

Fatrick and St. Brigid were 
knocked off their pedestals and completely 
destroyed. They were value for about £20 
each. Two large candelabra were completely 
destroyed. They were value for about £40. 
The offertory box was forced open, apparently, 
by portion of a tongs taken from the sacristy. 

he wooden box was open, and the con- 
tents, apparently, abstracted. Inside the 
altar-rails ‘four statues were knocked down 
and broken. A statue of Our Lady was 
badly broken. A statue of the Sacred Heart 
seemed to have been thrown off its pedestal, 
and fell outside the altar-rails. A statue of 
St. Anthony. seemed to have been pushed 
against the wall, as the wall was broken. 
The statues were, roughly, value for £20 
each. Two of them were very beautiful. 
Portion of the altar stone was taken from 
the altar and broken in pieces, and found 
outside the altar-rails. Charts also were 
taken off the altar and broken. 


ALTAR CLOTHS ABLAZE. 


The missal and stand were thrown down. 
and the stand was damaged. Three altar- 
cloths were set on fire. A cover was taken 
off the baptismal font, and a little shell 
which was used for pouring out water was 
missing. The wall at the back of the sacristy 
was damaged. When he went into the 
sacristy he found that the  silver-gilt 
chalice had been taken from the safe, and 
was evidently used as a drinking cup. 
An old rough cord was knotted several times 
round the leg of the chalice. About half a 
bottle of altar wine was in the sacristy, and

Mrs. Mary Keating, publican, Gambons- 
field, deposed that Hogan had four drinks of 
stout at her shop on the night of July 25th, 
and left about 11.15. He was quite sober. 
She heard a shout after he had left. 

Thomas Ryan deposed to meeting the de 
fendant at Gambonsfield Cross at 11.45 on the 
night of July 25th, but witness noticed 
nothing peculiar about him. After passing on

A STATEMENT. 


Sergeant Carthy, Kilsheelan, deposed that 
he brought Hogan to the Kilsheelan Station 
that evening.

Tralee Gas Works Inquiry

OLLOWING the sworn inquiry which 
F was held last May in regard to the Tralee 
Gas Works, and the discharge of their 
duties by the officials of that department, the 
Free State Minister for Local Government has 
issued an order, under seal, directed to the 
Chairman of the Tralee Urban Council, re- 
moving from office, with forfeiture of any 
remuneiation otherwise due to them since 
their suspension by the Urban Council, Wil- 
liam Socios. gas manager; Patrick Slattery, 
clerk, and J. Costeiloe, collector of prepay- 
ment gas meters. 

The Minister states that at the sworn in- 
quiry the ascertained deficiency in prepay- 
ment receipts amounted to £471, and the 
inspectors were of opinion that the loss was 
not solely confined to moneys obtained from 
wepayment meters. They were satisfied that 
bá oecurred in connection with receipts from 
the sale of coke, tar and fittings, but it was 
riot possible to certify accurately the full 
extent of the deficiency.

In a period of less than ten years the 
French Navy has emerg2d from a nosition 
of virtual insignificance to one of com- 
manding importance among the armed 
fleets of the world.

An interesting sidelight is thrown upon | 
the Soviet system by the visit of certain | 
well-behaved Russians to England.

Unless drastic economies are 
effected in national spending a Budget 
disaster is inevitable. A split in the 
Cabinet on the matter of retrenchment is 
more than likely ; for while some Ministers 
are prepared to face the necessity for 
saving others are pledged irrevocably that 
no. reduction shall take place in the social 
services—which means that they will not 
stand any tinkering with the dole. This 
latter section is led by Mr. Henderson and 
Mr. Lansbury, who see easy salvation in 
increased taxation. The fact that Mr. 
Snowden motored up from the country this 
morning and had a long interview with the 
Premier lends colour to the rumour that he 
contemplates a huge conversion of War 
Loan. 


Teachers’ Salaries. 


Teachers in elementary and secondary 
schools are making holiday at the moment. 
but their union js busily arranging a great 
campaign against enforcement of the re 
commendations of Sir George Mav's 
Economy Committee. The position of the 
teachers is particularly bad; for not only 
does the majority report recommend a cut 
of 20 per cent., but the minority—that is 
the Labour personnel—recommends a cut 
of 124 per cent. There is little doubt that 
the profession will resist anv reductions. 
even to the point of the strike. After 
years of hard and patient endeavour the 
teachers managed to improve their posi- 
tion considerably by the aid of the Burn- 
ham Committee, and they will not sacrifice 
their hardly obtained advantages without 
a bitter struggle. As soon as the schools 
are re-opened there will be a meeting in 
London of delegates from all over the 
country, when the Executive will receive 
orders for a definite line of action. 


The Defences of Australia. 


The financial crisis in Australia has 
necessitated further cuts in her defence ex- 
penditure, though the suggestion that the 
Australian Navy should be closed down as 
a national institution’’ has received litt] 
or no public support. The two 10,000-ton 
cruisers will be maintained as hitherto. but 
whether the 6,000-ton seaplane carrier will 
be laid up is a question which hangs in 
the balance. The deterrent to this course 
is that 700 ratings would be rendered idle 
A destroyer, however, is marked out for 
sacrifice. It will be remembered that not 
many months ago Australia relieved her- 
self of the maintenance of two brand new 
submarines by handing them over to the 
British Admiralty. In the military branch 
training camps have been abolished in 
favour of the less expensive “' bivouac ’ 
eamps. There will be slight reductions in 
the establishments of all three services 
and the pay of all ranks and ratings has 
been cut by 20 per cent. á 


Potato Blight. 


In addition to other misfortunes. the 
farming industry is facing further loss» 
through potato disease. Tha area affected 
so far is not extensive, but according to 
the latest reports it is spreading, assisted 
by the heavy rainfall of the past few days. 
In the principal potato growing districts 
of Lincolnshire, the blight has appeared 'n 
patches, and is mainly prevalent among 
unsprayed crops. Many farmers have 
taken precautions for some time past and 
have used sprayers constantly before the 
disease appeared, and by this means thev 
have prevented greater losses. This year’s 
crop promised to be a good one but it will 
probably fall short of the average and .f 
the blight shows itself in any districts not 
yet affected the total yield will be very 
small. i 


The Price of Cotton. 


The unsettling effect of the fall in the 
price of cotton, following the forecast cf 
a heavy crop by the United States Govern- 
ment, Is widespread. Operators on the 
Liverpool *:change have heavy commit- 
ments to meet this week, for the settle- 
ment piice was fixed yesterday when the 
slump occurred, and differences are due to 
be paid on Thursday. The unit for opera- 
tions in Liverpool is one hundred bales, 
and every point represents £2. Since the 
fall on the week was 90 points. the Joss on 
every unit is £180. With regard to the 
textile industry, it is fortunate that stocks 
on hand are light. Nevertheless there wil! 
be difficulties in regard to the completion 
cé contracts, since the goods, when de- 
livered, will be dearer than those manu- 
factured in accordance with orders placed 
now. It is hoped that the demand will »» 
stimulated by red-ced prices, but this 
hope has been shattered so many times 
that it is not expressed with any great 
dezree of confidence. 


Unlicensed Firearms. 


So many holds-up by armed motorists 
have taken place of late that the question 
arises how they procure their weapons 
The law in this countrv regarding the 
possession of fire arms is strict. Even 
obsolete and useless pieces, if only for 
decora ive work, have to be registered wit! 
the police. No one can purchase a pisto! 
or a gun cr ammunition without produc 
ing a police certificate. which has to b 
renewed e-ery three years at a nominal 
cost, while any sale or exchange must 
at once n<_.fed. The suggestion that 
“weapons are .smuvzgled into this country is 
not seriously entertained, because the 
Customs officials keep vigilant eves on that 
source of supply. Revolvers carried by 
motor ' andits are mostly relics of the war 
large numbers of which are in private 
possession notwithstanding the offer of the 
Government, immediately after the armis- 
tice, to buy them all up at cost price. 


The “ To‘e.”’ 


The Betting Control Board. has decided 
to effect economies for the time being 
in the working of the totalisator. As 
it has adopted a portable electric 
totalisator, the Board is fortunate Im 
heing able to do so without seriously 
inconveniencing the racing public. In 
some cases, especially in the north, the 
present volume of betting on the “ tote ” 
is insufficient to justify the erection ol 
the electric “ tote.”’ The Board has, 
therefore, decided to confine itself to the 
use of the electric machine at Newmarket, 
Newbury, Birmingham. Nottingham, 
Wolverhampton, Hurst Park and Ascot. 
At other courses the hand-selling method 
adopted. The Board has also 
decided to discontinue the use of electric 
indicators at certain other courses, and 
it is considering the best type olf 
indicator to take their place. 


Thefts from Farmyards. 


London, where the number of indictable 
offences last year amounted to over 
20,000, an increase of nearly 3,000 com- 
pared with the previous vear, is not the 
only place where more police are needed. 
The necessity for more adequate police 
protection is showing itself in rural areas, 
and, as in the case of the metropolis, the 
motor car is proving to be an aid to 
eriminals. Country districts are suffering 
from an ontbreak of various forms of 
theft, particularly thefts of pountrv 
from two farms recently, nearly six 
hundred birds were taken in two nights, 
and in numerous cases smaller numbers 
have been stolen. The affairs seem to 
have been well organised. and it is 
believed that the fowls were plucked 
during transit to London, and disposed of 
in the East End.

The Newcastle Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday adopted a resolution stating that 
it viewed the present financial condition of 
the country with grave apprehension, and 
was convinced that, unless immediate steps 
were taken to economise, the credit of the 
country might-be serious]y jeopardised. In 
these circumstances the Chamber urged the

A FURTHER OFFER. 


Thirdly, under further pressure, Mr. 
Blythe yesterday offered to receive a de- 
putation from all grades of the Service, 
but again insisted on a prohibitive stipula- 
tion—namely, the exclusion of full-time 
officials of Staff Associations from the dis- 
cussion.

COMELATE agreement was reached 
yesterday by the Conference of 
Experts appointed by the Governments of 
Belgium, France, the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
Germany, Italy and Japan ‘% consider 
the detailed measures required to give 
effect to President Hoover's proposal for 
the suspension of inter-Government pay- 
ments for one year from July Ist, 1931. 
The Conference has been sitting in London 
during the past three weeks, and held its 
final sittings at the Treasury at 11 o'clock 
yesterday. 

A representative of the United States 
Government attended the meeting of the 
Committee, 

Agreement was reached as regards the 
detailed measures required to give effect 
to President Hoover’s proposal in the case 
of the payments by yt scm under the 
magne agreement of January 20th, 1930. 

The recommendations of the experts in 
regard to the suspension of these pay- 
ments has been submitted to and approved 
by their Governments represented on the 
Committee and also by the Governments 
of Australia,’ Canada, Czécho-Slovakia, 
Greece, India, New Zealand, Portugal, 
Poland, Rumania and South Africa, and 
a formal protgcol to give effect to these 
recommendations was signed at the 
Foreign Office on behalf of the Govern- 
ments mentioned above yesterday after- 


noon. 
WAR DEBTS. 


Agreement was also reached in regard 
to the detailed ineasures for the suspension 
of the inter-Allied war debts due to the 
United Kingdom, France and Italy, and 
to the payments under the agreement with 
Czecho-Slovakia signed at The Hague on 
January 2Uth, 1930. 

Agreement was also reached on the 
principle that the payments due by 
Hungary under the Paris Agreement of 
April 28th, 1930, and the payments by 
Bulgaria under The Hague Agreement 
of January 20th, 1930, should be suspended 
during the year July 1st, 1931, to June 
50th, 19352, but in these cases certain 
adjustments require to be made, as .com- 
plete suspension of these payments might 
result in a suspension of certain classes 
of payment to individuals, which under 
President Hoover’s proposal were not to 
be affected. 

Accordingly, the Committee agreed in 
principle that all the payments of funds 
A and B, which were set up under the 
agreements signed at Paris on April 28th, 
1930, should be continued during the 
Hoover vear. The negotiations are con- 
tinuing in regard to the adjustments 
which are required in the case of Bulgaria. 


THE OFFICIAL REPORT. 


The official report issued last night states 
that those Governments which were not 
parties to the Franco-American agreement 
of July 6, 1931, agreed to adopt the method 
of repayment contemplated by that agree- 
ment, and the Conference recommended 
that payments . suspended during . the 


| Hoover year should be repaid by ten equal 


annuities from July 1, 1933. “This recom. 
mehdation.was made on the assumption 
that a similar system would be acceptable 
to the United States Government. 

The payments required for the service of 
the German External Loan of 1924 and the 
German “nternational 55 per Cent. Loan, 
1930, would continue without any change. 

The Committee agreed that the uncon- 
ditional annuity’ should continue to be 
paid, provided that it was immediately re- 
lent to the Germany Railway Company. 

‘The application of President Hoover’s 
SE ger to the system of deliveries in kind 
ad given rise to certain practical difficul- 
ties, and it was recommended that 
measures for the application of the prin. 
ciples agreed upon should be drawn up. 
_ An agreement had been arrived at on 
the question between the Belgian and the 
German Governments. 

Effect should be formally given to the 
suspension of payments under the new 
ba by a protocol which would come into 

orce after ratification, and would have 
retroactive effect to July, 1931. 

The Hungarian Government were pre- 
pared to accept the Committee's unanimous 
view that payments by Hungary, under 
Agreement No. 1, signed at Paris on April 
28, 1930, should, as far as they had been 
assigned to the benefit of Fund “ A.”’ be 
continued without interruption. 

Subject to this they recognised that pay- 
ments by Hungary should be postponed for 
a vear. The Bulgarian Government had 
been informed that payments by them 
which had been assigned to Fund “ A ”’ 
should be continued without interruption, 
but their other payments should be post- 
poned. 

The Greek Government were prepared to 
accept suspension of payments by Ger- 
many, but had difficulties as regards the 
Suspension of payments by Bulgaria. 

The Committee expressed the hope that 
the Bulgarian and Greek Governments will 
approach this matter in the most concilia- 
tory spirit so that a settlement may be 
arrived at. 


NEW YORK GRATIFIED.

RELIEF IN INDUSTRY AND 
TRADE,

BERLIN, Tuesday. 


The Reichsbank discount rate and Lom- 
bard rate were to-day reduced to five per 
eent., the former to ten per cent. and the 
latter. to fifteen p.. cent. 

Explaining the reasons for the reduc 
tion, Dr. Iuther. the’ Finance Minister. 
said that the sharp increase in the dis. 
count rate on August Ist had accomplished 
its object, and that the transit to norma! 
banking business had taken place without 
any extraordinary increase in the bank 
note circulation or any great credit claims 
on the Reichsbank. 

The reopening of the Savings Bank had 
also passed off satisfactorily and, as in. 
dications of relief in- trade and industry 
were ‘also noticeable, the Reichshank con- 
sidered that the time had come to reduce 
the high rate of discount, while a further 
alleviation of the financial situation by 
another reduction of the rate would re- 


main the chief concern of the Reichsbank.

HEAVY CASUALTY 


Whenever a crowd collected the police 
fired high without warning, scattering 
them in all directions. Many shots were 
fired at the police. 

Reuter’s Correspondent had several 
narrow escapes, bullets whistling past 
him as he watched: the rioting. 

Whether people have been killed, or 
how many have been injured is not 
known, but there are reports that the 
casualty list is a heavy one. 


CARLOADS OF PRISONERS. 


‘Gar leads of arrested men are con- 
tinually being taken into police . head- 
quarters. The police state that they have 
the situation in hand. They are, however, 
taking no risks and are to be seen 
patrolling the city in large numbers with 
loaded revolvers in their hands. 

At the moment firing is still going 
on, and the shrieks of running crowds 
can be heard long distances away.

QUIET CELEBRATION 
IN BERLIN.

CHANCELLOR’S APPEAL TO 
ALL PARTIES. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BELIN, Tuesday. 

Constitution Day was celebrated 
throughout Germany to-day with general 
relief and jubilation after the failure of 
one of the most serious threats since the 
Kapp ‘‘Putsch”’ to the continued 
existence of the German Republic. 

The Republican flag of black, red and 
gold flew from all Government offices end 
public buildings, while the Government of 
the Reich celebrated the day in the 
Reichstag’ Building in the presence of 
President von Hindenburg. 

The Chancellor, Dr. Bruening, made an 
appeal to all elements in Germany to 
join to overcome the present difficulties 
of the Fatherland. 

“ This day is one on which all party 
passions should subside. This day belongs 
to the German people as a “whole,” 
declared Dr. Bruening. “ This celebration 
comes at a time of overpowering economic 
distress, which exercises the severest 
strain on our powers of endurance.’ 

While mnoderate opinion was celebrating 
the warding off ot the latest threat to the 
Republic, the extremist parties, who pro- 
moted the plebiscite an the dissolution of 
the Prussian Diet, were busy. blaming 
each other for its failure, and dec'=ring 
that they would continue the struggle 
The Nationalist parties blame each other 
for not having been whole-heartedly in the 
game, and unite ‘1 blaming the Com- 
munist leaders for not having been able 
to bring their followers to the polls. 


“AN IRISH OFFICER.” 


An important discovery which may lead 
to the arrest of the men who wrecked the 
Basel-Berlin express on Sunday morning 
has been made by the police. 

A shop has been found here in which 
the wire which connected the battery 
with the explosives was bought, and the 
proprietor of the establishment has given 
a description of the purchases. Evidently 
in order to mislead the police, this man 
told the shopkeeper a fairy tale about 
being a former Irish officer drawing a 
pension of £35 a month, who had been 
living in Germany for years. The man 
spoke broken German, but this was also 
probably a blind. : 


POLICE AGAIN SNIPED.

Fighting between police and Communists 
broke out afresh in Berlin to-night, as the 
result of which one Communist lies 
critically wounded. 

The south-western district was the scene, 
and the fight started with Communists re- 
peating their tactics of two days ago in 
Buelow square and sniping the police from 
a house. 

The wounded Communist was hit during 
the ensuing exchange of fire. | 

Subsequently the “ Reds’’ tried to 
organise a demonstration, but the police 
dispersed them with the help of their 
truncheons. Several houses were searched 
for arms. 


BIG RUMANIAN BANK 
CLOSES. 


INCIDENT POLITICALLY 
SIGNIFICANT.

BUKHAREST, Monday. 


Rumanian financial circles received a 
shock to-day when the Bank Berkowitz, 
considered the soundest bank in Rumania, 
failed to open its doors. 

The closure of this important bank 1s 
considered of great political significance ; 
for, like the other big bank which closed 
recently, it was closely connected with the 
Liberal Party, which formerly controlled 
the nation’s finance. 

The reason for the bank’s difficulties is 
stated to be the withdrawal of German 
creduts during the recent crisis, but the 
immediate cause is believed to be con- 
nected with the arrival of M. Argetojano, 
the Finance Minister, here -vesterday and 
the meeting of the National Bank, in which 
the Berkowitz Bank had important hold- 
ings. It is stated that only an agreement 
between M. Argetojano and M. Manoilescu, 
the Minister of Commerce and Industry, 
can save the situation. 

The National Bank, announces that it 
will give support to all the other banks 
to prevent any further difficulty, and the 
present export of grain is also expected to 
relieve the situation.

The decision of the Indian Chambers 
of Commerce, who represent Indian com- 
mercial circles, to boycott the Conference 
was taken to-day after five hours’ delibera- 
tion at an emergency meeting of the 
Executive Committee. The Federation 
had chosen three Indian business leaders 
to represent them, but only one, 5S! 
Purshotamdas Thakurdas, had been nomi- 
nated by the Government. and 
decision was taken as a protest against 
the: Government’s action. Sir Pur- 
shotamdas Thakurdas was instructed 
not to proceed to London unless the 
agreed representation was given. 

The President of the Federation, Mr. 
Jamal Mohao, has telegraphed to the 
Viceroy conveying the decision of the 
Federation, and’ adding that, if any 
agreement will not be binding on the 
Table Conference in the absence of the 
Federation’s representatives, such an 
agreement wil Inot be binding on the 
Indian mercantile community. 

This news has deepened the gloom caused 
by the fundamental differences which are 
understood. to have arisen between Mr. 
Gandhi and the Bambay Government.

‘MR. MACDONALD IN 
LONDON. 


In an editorial article of to-day The 
Times observes :—The Prime Minister was 
brought back to London yesterday by the 
realisation that the national emergency 
is urgent enough to demand his imme- 
diate attention. His ret is a welcome 
sign that he at least, knows t neither 
decision nor action can be safely post- 
poned until Parliament r ssembles two 
months hence, and that he has not been 
lulled by the recent calm, so hardly pro- 
cured, into believing that further drift 
will be excusable. He has not returned a 
day too soon. 

Every hour that. passes without some 
check upon the flood of national expendi- 
ture, and. withont some decision in 
national policy, adds fresh difficulty to 
the task confronting the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer next spring, and delays, 
by a period which may be disastrous, the 
return of confidence at home and abroad 
in this country’s will and power to set its 
financial house in order. Nobody can 
to stave off disaster are other than 
temporary palliatives. The Bank of Eng- 
land has, ‘ndeed, secured a credit of 
£50,000,000 in francs anu dollars, but the 
difficulties of a nation do not end when it 
has secured’ a credit: they begin. The 
credit has to be repaid, or, if it has not 
been used, cancelled, without. producing 
the consequences which’ it was designed to 
avoid. é 

_UNDESTRABLE STEPS. 

Again, the raising of the Bank rate to 
43 per cent. has stopped the efflux of 
gold, but nobody can pretend that. apart 
from this preconceived result, a higher 
Bank rate is desirable or popular or repre- 
sentative. of a sounder economic and 
financial position. Among other unfor- 
tunate results, so high a Bank rate makes 
the launching of an orthodox conversion 
operation quite impossible. Indeed. every 
factor which dictated that these un 
deirable. steps should be taken still exists 
There has been no economy in public 
expenditure. . 

The Government are admittedly faced 
with a special difficulty, adds The Times, 
inasmuch as economy on the lines which 
are now clearly imperative is directly 
opposed to Socialist theeries ; but, if their 
difficulty is ‘great, their opportunity 's 
unique. They can be morally certain that 
any measures of economy which they pro- 
pose will have the support of both sections 
of. the Opposition. In that sense, at 
least, they can achieve their desire to 
throw responsibility for economy on the 
House of Commons as: a whole, but 
whether this degree of responsibility can 
be extended to mean an alliance between 
all. parties upon an agreed programm?

Police Inspector Pharo, of Camberley, 
said that he searched the bungalow and 
found nothing in wrijing connected with 
the case.

BATMAN’S EVIDENCE. 
_> — 
THE BURNING OF THE BIRD. 


Nicholas Bolger, who was the batman 
to Lientenant Chevis, was recalled, and 
he stated that he did not serve any drinks 
at dinner on the evening in question. He 
would not be certain whether any of the 
glasses were dirty when they were cleared 
away. 

Concerning the serving of the partridges, 
he said that this was done by Mrs. 
Chevis from the sideboard, and he served 
the vegetables. 

Farther questioned, Bolger said that 
he aiterwards served coffee to Mr. and 
Mrs. Chevis in the drawingroom, and 
later noticed that one cup was half-fuli, 
and the other about three-quarters full. 

The Coroner—You are Irish, are you ?— 
Yes. 

He added that he had not been in Ire- 
land for about five or six years. He knew 
no one named Hartigan. 

Superintendent Stovell asked Bolger on 
whose authority he had the bird 
destroyed. 

Bolger said that he took the bird into 
the kitchen, and gave it to Mrs. Yeo- 
mans, the cook. 

Superintendent Stovell—Did you tell 
her to burn it?—No. 

The Coroner—So far as Mrs. Chevis is 
concerned, she told you to destroy the 
bird, not to burn it—she did not say 
how you were to destroy it. You took 
it to Mrs. Yeomans, and said “ This is 
to be destroyed,’’ and did she put it into 
the fire? 

Bolger agreed with this statement. 

Bolger further stated that wheu Mrs. 
Chevis came to the kitchen afterwards she 
spoke to him and Mrs. Yeomans, the cook. 

“We asked her,” he said, “ what the 
doctor said about Mr. Chevis. She told us 
that the doctor said it was stryehnine 
poisoning.”’ 

The Coroner—You are quite certain 
about that, aren't you ?—Yes. 


COOK RECALLED. 


Mrs. Yeomans, the cook, recalled, said 
that the safe in which the partridges were 
kept had no lock. She noticed nothing 
unusual about the partridges, either before 
or after they were cooked. 

Asked if Mrs. Chevis came to the kitchen 
and said that Lieutenant Chevis was 
suffering from strychnine poisoning, Mrs. 
Yeomans said: “ I don’t remember what 
she said.’* 

Mrs. Yeomans said that she was still 
employed by Mrs. Chevis at Brighton. 

A Juryman—Were you not curious about 
these birds?—No; why should I be so? 

Mrs. Yeomans said that she did not 
sample the birds herself, and merely put 
her finger in the dripping and tasted it. 

Evidence was given by Charles John 
Taylor, manager of the firm at Farn- 
borough which supplied the partridges. He 
said that he received 18 birds, and had had 
no complaint with regard to any of the 
others. The birds came from Manchuria. 

“We have been selling birds like this 
for years and years, and have had no com- 
plaint whatever,” he said, 


THE SUMMING-UP. 


The Coroner, summing up, said: “There 
is not a shred of evidence to show how this 
strychnine came to be on the birds. I 
sifted all the evidence through before I 
came here, and I could find many little 
defects in the evidence, and I also found 
that the witnesses did not agree on points 
of time and in other respects, but I could 
find no evidence whatever to lead me or 
you to any conclusion as to whether this 
was an accidental death, a foul murder, or 
whether it was a case of such a negligent 
manner of dealing with things served up 
for people to eat that amounted to man- 
slaughter. 

“There is no evidence at all on which 
you can find a definite verdict. Your 
verdict must be what is usually termed 
* an open verdict,’ and that is what I direct 
you to do. The proper verdict is: 
* Asphyxia following strychnine poisoning, 
caused by eating partridge, and there is 
not sufficient evidence to show how the 
strychnine came to be in or on the 
partridge.’ ”’ 

The jury did not retire, but whispered 
among themselves for five minutes. 

Then the foreman announced that they 
brought in an open verdict. 
sympathy with the relatives. 

Mrs. Chevis spent some time in an ante- 
room after the Court had risen. As she 
left the building she was asked by a 
reporter if she would like to make a state- 
ment. Her reply was, ‘‘ No, not now; I 
am very ill.” She left in a car driven by 
her brother-in-law, Captain Chevis. 

Major Jackson, Mrs. Chevis’s first 
husband, who left the court with his 
solicitor immediately that the verdict was 
announced, said, ‘* It is as much a mystery 
as ever.” 

Superintendent Stovell told a reporter 
that the inquiries would be continued in 
an effort to solve the mystery.

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GROWERS INSIST ON 
FAIR PRICE. 
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WITH THE FACTORY. 

A DETERMINATION to persist in 

their demand for a reasonable price 
for sugar beet before entering into con- 
tracts for another season was expressed at 
the fourth annual meeting of the Irish 
Sugar Beet Growers’ Association, held in 
the Town Hall, Carlow, yesterday. Mr. 
John N. Greene (Mageney), Chairman, 
presided. 

The report of the Chairman and Secre- 
tary stated that the total number of shares 
in the Association taken up to date is 
8.425. and the total number of members, 
including participating members, is 6,204. 

The 1930-31 season was successful. 
Slightly over 160,000 tons of factory 
weight beet was delivered, an increase of 
19,000 tons over the previous year. The 
average sugar content was 17.65 per cent., 
as compared with 17.44 per cent. im 
1929-30, and the sugar output was 23,400 
tons; as against 20,540 tons for the year 
previous ; output of pulp over 13,000 tons, 
as compared with 11,860 in 1929-30. 

Dealing with the failure of the Sugar 
Company ‘‘ to make an equitable offer 
for the 1931 beet crop and the breakdown 
of negotiations, the report states that the 
Association was left no alternative but to 
advise its members to grow other crops 
instead of beet. While convinced of the 
soundness of its case and the loyalty of its 
members, the Association is, nevertheless, 
ready to meet and confer with representa- 
tives of the factory with a view to bringing 
the dispute to an end. 

The report concludes with the hope ex- 
pressed by the Minister for Agriculture 
that negotiations would be re-opened in the 
near future with a view to a settlement of 
the price for the next four years. . 

Mr. J. O’Donoghue (Carlow), in pro- 
posing the adoption of the report, said that 
the Beet Growers’ Association was a great 
experiment in co-operative bargaining. The 
support that would be given it would show 
whether the farmers of the country were in 
favour of co-operative bargaining or not. 

Mr. Michael Doyle (Wexford) seconded, 
and strongly appealed to farmers to 
organise. That was the only Farmers’ 
Association doing anything to-day, and 
steps might be taken to see that farmers 
had some share in the government of the 
country. 


CRITICS DENOUNCED. 


Rev. P. Hipwell, P.P., stated that the 
Association had been the subject of 
adverse criticism from growers and others. 
It had been started to look after the 
interests of beet-growers and to assure the 
success of the industry in Carlow. But 
for the Beet-Growers’ Association there 
might have been inefficiency on the part 
of growers and the company in running 
the industry. It had been started with 
Episcopal sanction, and nowadays they 
found people saying it was a Freemason 
Society composed cf Freemasons and 
mongrels. He threw such statements back 
in the faces of those who made them. The 
Association was non-sectarian and non- 
political, and was no exotic growth. They 
were not laying their claim for a fair 
price on the profits of the cc pany, but 
they were were looking for a fair share 
of the taxpayers’ money. ‘The present 
deadlock had been brought about not 
through any arbitrary or dictatorial action 
of the Beet-Growers’ Ass-ciation. Every 
possible means of settling the dispute had 
been tried by both Church and State, but 
the deadlock continued o ing to arbitrary 
and dictatorial action by the company, 
because, as the Minister for Agriculture 
had stated, they wanted to enslave tlhe 
Irish grower. | 

The Association h d been characterised 
as representing large growers and not 
caring about small ones. That was a libel 
and a calumny on the Association. True, 
there were many large growers on the 
governing body, but they looked after the 
interests of smaller crowers. 

He held that the Government was faulty 
in not coming in to settle the dispute. 
(Hear, hear.) It was within the com- 
petence of the Government to say which 
was right and not to allow any other 
intellect, especially a prejudiced one, to 
interfere. They should step in and see 
that the taxpayers’ money was properly 
allocated between the growers and the 
factory. 

“ Speaking on behalf of blue-blooded 
Irish farmers, I would be failing in my 
duty if I did not say that the foreign 
group that have been dealing with the 
Congo nigger will find to their cost and 
loss that there is a difference between the 
Congo nigger and. the Irish farmer,” con- 
He was proud to 
stand there as a Churchman and say that 
the result and losses of that fight could 
not be laid at the doors of the 
growers, who did all they could to avoid 
it. 

Colonel P. J. Fagan (Leix) said ‘that 
the Association was still prepared to 
negotiate for reasonable terms. If they 
did not get reasonable terms they were 
prepared to fight again.

Mr. W. H. M. Cobbe (Leix) said that 
this was not a fight for a few shillings ; 
it was a fight for a principle. It was a 
fight for every farmer in the Saorstat to 
get a fair price for his products.

{' s output hel increased to 66,223 hides. ‘The 
tannery is now equipped to, turn out 78,000 
hides a year. 

It was estimated that the amount of capital 
invested in the five tanneries was about 
£75,000—all native capital. ‘he number ot! 
employes in the industry in May, 1928, was 
sixty-five, and in March, 1931, it was forty- 
four. The number could be increased up to 
300 or 400 if the five tanneries were developed 
te their potential maximum capacity. 

During the Great War the Limerick Tannery 
employed between 250 and 300 men. — As 
many of these were still available, it was not 
considered that there would be any difficulty 
in procuring the necessary labour. 

It was pleaded that a large proportion of 
the leather imported into the Free State was 
of very inferior quality, being made from poor 
quality foreign dry hides. 

The imposition of the tariff suggested, even 
if it did no more than restore the industry 
to the stage of development it had reached 
during the Great War, would cause a sub- 
stantial increase in employment. It would 
also result in the utilisation of the products of 
Free State tanneries by Free State boot manu- 
facturers, and it would be possible to develop 
an export trade, 

So. far as the Free State boot manufacturing 
industry was concerned, the tariff might at 
the outset mean an increase in the price of 
leather, but the manufacturers and the public, 
it was argued, would get a much better 
article for the price, and when the tanneries 
were working to full outp ot the prices could 
be reduced to the level of their competitors. 

It was estimated that the increased cost of 
boots made from good Free State leather 
would be from sevenpence to ninepence per 
pair as compared with boots made from cheap 
dry or dry-salted hide leather. Kven if the 
price of leather rose to the full extent of the 
tariff, the amount involved for the average 
consumer would not be more than 4s. 6d. ; 
vear, The Free State tanners were confident 
that the provision of good quality home 


| leather at a competitive price would enable 


the home boot manufacturing industry to cap- 
ture a large proportion of the trade repre- 
sented by the large number of boots of 1n- 
ferior quaiity now imported.

‘The 
hoot manufacturers required a continuance of 
free access to cheap markets for leather, and 
viewed the prospects of a tariff on sole and 
insole Jeather with dismay. 

The boot mannfacturers further assertea 
that different classes of leather were reqaired 
for different grades of boots, and that there 
must be diversity of supply to furnish all the 
varieties which competition called for. No 
single tannery in the Free State or Great 
Britain or elsewhere could meet the require- 
ments, and leather ‘must be purchased from 
many countries, iets 

It was pointed out that the capital invested 
in the nine boot factories was estimated at 
£207,000. and the number of employés was 
over 1,200, They claimed that the boot m- 
dustry was of more importance than the 
tanning industry. 

The opposition of Messrs. R. Hilliard and 
Sons, Ltd., was on much the same lines. They 
found German leather best for their particular 
‘business, and even if the tariff were impused 
they would have to continue to import the 
leather. 

The case of the United Tanners’ Federa- 
tion and the Association of Factors, Mer- 
chants and Importers of Leather, Hides and 
Tanning Materials (both in Great Britain) 
was on the lines that the British tanneries 
were organised on a large scale, enjoying 
the economies of large scale production, and 
that they were, consequently, in a position 
to supply the requirements of the Free’ State, 
and, in particular, the needs of the boot 
manufacturers, in a way which could not be 
done by the few small Free State tanneries. 


QUESTION OF QUALITY. 

They denied that a large proportion of the 
leather exported from Great Britain to the 
Free State was of very inferior quality. The 
Irish agricultural classes used a better grade 
of footwear than the corresponding class of 
people in England, and the bespoke shoe- 
making business was relatively much larger 
than in Great Britain. Good quality leather 
was exported from Great Britain to meet 
the requirements of this trade as well as the 
repair trade, 

The maximum capacity of the Free State 
tanneries (109,200 hides per annum) would 
represent the output of one medium-sized 
tannery in Great Britain. They submitted 
that the estimated employment of 300 to 400 
hands was an over-estimate. A tannery 
turning out 100,000 hides a year in Great 
Britain would need only 150 men. 

Opposition was made by a Dublin harness 
maker to the effect that the Free State 
tanneries could not produce harness leather 
of a suitable quality, whilst a Dublin firm 
of machine belt manufacturers stated that 
| the leather used for their purpose was not 
produced in the Free State. 

At the conclusion of the public sittings 
the applicants intimated that they were pre- 
pared to amend the application in respect of 
the rate of duty applied for by substituting 
fifteen per cent. he, valorem for the original 
rate of twenty-five per cent. They also 
agreed to omit from the scope of the applica- 
tion the following classes of leather :—Sole 
leather used by the nine opposing boot 
factories, leather required for the manufac- 
ture of machinery belting, usually described 
as “rough strap butts’’; chrome harness 
backs, and dressed collar hides. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Having reviewed the evidence, the Tariff 
Commissioners came to the following de- 
cision :— 

We recommend the imposition of a customs 
duty of twenty per cent., ad valorem, on 
dressed and undressed harness leather of the 
following classes—viz., harness hides, harness 
sides, harness backs, harness bellies and har- 
ness shoulders, or parts thereof, excluding 
worse, leathers, dressed collar hides, bridle 
mitts and chrome backs. 

We recommend the imposition of a customs 
duty of twent 
manufactured harness or parts thereof, ex- 
cluding all unattached brá sic parts. 

We recommend that there should be an 
imperial preferential rate equal to three- 
fourths of the full rate. 

We recommend that these duties should be 
imposed for a period of five years.

We do not recommend the imposition of a 
customs duty on sole and insole leather, or 
leather intended for the manufacture of 
machinery belting. 

The report, which is signed by Einri

formation relating to the raw materials of 
the tanning industry and the processes of 
manutacture, whereby such raw materials are 
converted into leather, and also information 
dealing with the export and import trade in 
hides, of boots and shoes, and certain other 
leather manufactures.

“Rucent statements made on the chaos which 
js stated to exist in the Circuit Courts of the 
Irish Free State have failed to interest to any 
great extent the ordinary litigant; who, inci 
dentally, does all the paying of law costs. 
The position, briefly, is that there are no 
rules to govern the operation of the Circuit 
Courts. and in a recent decision by the 
Supreme Court it was pointed out that Cir- 
cuit Court judges had no power to grant costs 
at a higher scale than that under which the 
County Courts of the old régime operated. 

So iar the controversy has been carried on 
by the members of the legal professipn, who, 
in consequence of the Supreme Court decision, 
are anxious§ to have a fixed scale of costs, 
which will enable them to feel more secure 
in their positions. But the average person, 
who at some time may wish to have recourse 
to the law for settlement of disputes, admits, 
with one or two exceptions, that the com- 
plicated matter is beyond him, and he can be 
expected to take action only when it is indi- 
cated to him that law costs will be increased, 
The one or two exceptions are associations 
which already have the matter under con- 
sideration, and are prepared to state their 
opinions when the controversy has gone one 
stage further. 


AGAINST AN INCREASE. 


The Dublin Chamber of Commerce has 
discussed the present situation on two occa- 
sions recently,- since the revelation of the 
real position was made. It considers that 
it is a matter which has a general effect 
throughout the Free State, and so it has 
asked the assistance of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce to formulate pro- 
posals to pve laid before the Minister for 
Justice when the Dail re-assembles in Octo- 
ber. It is expected, of course, that in 
October the present confusion will be te- 
moved by the introduction of a clarifying 
measure. The Dublin Chamber of Commerce 
is definitely against any increase in the cost 
of litigations and it also seeks: to have 
many of the irritable delays in conprts, 
caused ‘by congestion of cases, removed. 

Mr. J. J. Halpin, President of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, said yesterday that 
what the business men of the Irish Free 
State want is cheaper and quicker law. They 
had no sympathy with lawyers who sought 
to raise the law costs, and if at any time 
there were indications that costs would he 
increased, they would make representations 
against such action. The law was costly 
enongh as it stood to-day. 

The opinion of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce has been sent to the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce, with the 
request that it shall be dealt with urgently. 

Mr. Frank A. Lowe, who gave evidence on 
behalf of the Dublin Mercantile Association, 
Ltd., before a committee whose draft rules 
fer the working of the Circuit Courts were 
rejected, said vesterday that the Committee 
ct the Association attached much importance 
to the position as it had developed.. The 
Association found that it paid them better 
te go to the High Court for judgments, 
which were made with greater celerity than 
in the Circuit Courts, where there was much 
congestion and consequent delay. It was 
in their interests that the processes of law 
for the recovery of debts should be rapid, 
and, as he had said in his evidence before 
that committee; as between tardy but cheap, 
and speedy but expensive, proceedings, 
creditors generally preferred the latter. He 
was not inclined to say anything on the 
matter of costs at the present moment, since 
vothing very definite had emerged from the 
statements made, but they would register 
their protest against increases in law costs 
if such were indicated at any time. The 
Circuit Courts, he considered, had not fune- 
tioned satisfactorily since the jurisdiction in 
eentract had been. increased from £50 to 
£500. with the result that there was a ver 
considerable increase in the volume of “éit 
te be done. The machinery aud office staffs 
were inadequate to keep pace with the vastly 
increased jurisdictions, al] of which crowded 
cut the contract work. The main point at 
the moment was the cost.of litigation, and 
he agreed that, since the Gourts were estab- 
lished for the benefit of the ordinary man, 
costs should not be allowed to be increased. 
He believed that the members of the Dail 
would oppose any suggestions of increases of 
costs, and in doing so they would have the 
support of the business community.

REORGANTSATION OF FRENCH

A ht reorganisation of the French rail- 
way Cohipaniés ís under consideration, owin 
to the heavy daily deficit. which is estimate 
by the Matin at eight million frances.

EFFECT OF RAINS ON 
THE CROPS. 


LIVE STOCK IN GOOD 
CONDITION.

Agricultural conditions in the Irish Free 
State on August Ist last are shown in the re- 
port of the Sepebtinens of Agriculture, Dublin, 
which was issued yesterday. 

The weather during the month of July, the 
ae states, was very unsettled and gener- 
ally cold for the season. Thunder, accom- 
panied’ by heavy rain, was experienced in 
many areas. Dry periods of more than one 
or two days’ duration were rare, and seasonal 
farmwork — particularly haymaking — was 
seriously retarded. 

Generally pastures were abundant, and live 
stock were in fair condition and in good health. 
In parts of Counties Kerry, Roscommon and 
Leitrim pastures and live stock have suffered 
owing to excessive rainfall during the we nth. 
In low-lying ground the land was in many in- 
stances saturated with water over the creater 
part of the month, and the condition oí the 
pasture adversely affected live stock and m‘Ik 
yields. 


HAY AND CEREALS. 

Most of the first and second crop hay was 
gathered in good condition by the end of the 
first week in July, but as the month advanced 
haymaking operations became troublesome, 
and, though much of the meadow hay cut dur- 
ing the early part of the month was injured 
by unavoidable exposure to varying climatic 
conditions, a certain amount of fair quality 
hay was put together. Large areas of old 
meadow had not been cut at the end of the 
month. The yield of the hay crop is reported 
to be above that of other years. 

Wheat, cats and barley generally have made 
excellent growth. during July. With the 
heavier crops the chief anxiety is the risk of 
lodging, which has already occurred to some 
extent in the richer soils. In low-lving. cold 
and heavy soils the oat crop, though improved. 
has not fully recovered from the effects of 
heavy rainfall earlier in the season. These 
crops generally, under favourable weather con- 
ditions, give promise of a satisfactory vield. 
At present their appearance points to later 
ripening than is customary. 


THE POTATO CROP. 

Most of the first and second early varieties 
of potatoes have been dug, and. with few 
exceptions, yielded up to or slightly below 
the average for other seasons. Blight is 
veneral, but except in second early varieties 
1 has not spread to a very serious extent, 
due to earlier and more effective spraying 
vf the crop in all districts, and to the low 
temperatures prevailing over a great part of 
July. In many areas the tubers of second 
early varieties were affected with blight. 
Maincrop varieties were retarded in develop- 
ment owing to the wet condition of the soil 
and cold weather, and in some districts the 
crop has suffered seriously from _ these 
causes. The foliage is not as luxuriant as is 
usual at this time of the year, and generally 
the crop has received a definite set-back. It 
is anticipated the yields and quality of the 
tubers will be reduced accordingly.

early stages of growth, and though this crop 
has made some recovery during Julv the 
effects of the earlier unfavourable conditions 
are still visible in most districts. Except in 
a few midland counties, reports indicate the 
yield will. be considerably below that of 
cther years. Turnip crops generally give 
promise of satisfactory growth, but the 
presence of finger and toe disease is fairly 
common, 

The sugar beet crop is healthy and 
generally up to average. An unusual amount 
of difficultv is. being experienced in coping 
with he growth of weeds in tillage crops, 
due. to the unsuitable condition of the soil 
for after-cultivation operations. 


CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

The health of cattle is good, and no losses 
have been reported, though hoose in calves 
has made its appearance in a few counties. 
Fairs held during the month of July showed 
a reduction in numbers of cattle on offer, and 
were not well attended by buvers. The re- 
strictions applied to export of live stock con- 
sequent on the occurrence of foot-and-mouth 
disease in England naturally depressed trade. 
Towards the end of the month these restric- 
tions were relaxed, and there was a slight 
improvement in trade at reduced prices. 
Springers and freshly caived cows were in 
poor demand. 

Sheep are reported to be in good health, 
and no losses: from liver fluke disease have 
come to notice. Foot rot is prevalent in low- 
land flocks. Large quantities of sheep and 
lambs were on offer in most provincial fairs, 
but trade was very quiet, with falling prices. 
Trade in. fat. lambs was seriously affected by 
the export restrictions but much of the diffi- 
culties were overcome by the export of 
dressed lamb carcases to the principal con- 
suming céntres in Great Britain. 


THE PIG BUSINESS. 

Bacon pigs offered for sale show a decrease 
in number, but the supply of store pigs and 
honhams on offer was large. Prices for all 
classes of pigs were less, and bonhams sold 
at verv low rates. Considerable fluctuations 
in values took place during the month. . 

Bonhams were easy to purchase at prices 
from 12s. each upwards. Reports indicate 
that breeding stocks have not been seriously 
depleted. i 

The horse trade shows little change from 
conditions obtaining in the previous month.

AN IRISH BAYREUTH.

A significant experiment is taking place in 
the heart of Connemara which may do much 
for national drama and national art. The 
Abbev Theatre has. sent its ballet to dance 
at Renvvle House, where the Abbey Players 
are at present giving performances of the 
Noh plays. by the poet, Mr. W. B. Yeats. 

The hotel is remarkably situated, standing 
on a fresh-water lake within less than fifty 
vards of the “Atlantic Ocean. To this setting 
the Abbev Flavers have transferred plays of 
their. most sensitive art, which, like their 
prototypes of Japan, can be performed with- 
out a stage. 

The aim of the management is get rid of 
jazz, and to give visitors to .the beautiful 
scenery of the West an opportenity to see, 
too. the outcome cf such scenery in the 
world of Irish art. Everything that goes to 
the making of an Irish house has been 
athered together at Renvyle—trish slates, 
irish furniture, Irish stained glass (by Miss 
Purser and the late Harry Clarke). And 
now the old ballads and half-forgotten songs 
which. are all “but a whisper among the 
hazel bushes’’ of the Old World’s edge are 
to be recovered and rehearsed. Steps have 
been taken by the Gaumont Sound Mirror 
to reeord and to preserve these old traditional 
songs and airs of the country about Renvyle: 
“Where midnight'’s ail a glimmer 

And noon a purple glow.” 

Augustus John discovered Cunnemara years 
ago. Many of the exquisite panels which he 
ainted of its lakes and skies have gone to 
, Henan Last vear he painted Mr. Yeats at 
Renvvle, and that superb portrait. was pur- 
chased by the Hamilton Trust of Scotland 
for. a sum exceeding £2,000 on its appearance 
at the exhibition of the Royal Academy. It 
is not the first time that the wonderful colour 
of out skies has attracted world-famous 
artists. Donegal scenery shines in the back- 
grounds of the studies of Greek girls on 
their marble terraces, with which Lord 
Leighton delighted Victorians. . The pity of 
it is that these representations of the unage- 
ing intellect of transitory cloud effects, and 
famous men whose mortal shape is none the 
less transitory, do not remain in Ireland, but 
are taken to the ends of the earth.
